In planting see that the hole is sufficiently large to 
admit the roots in natural form. Be careful that all dam- 
aged roots are trimmed off. Then cut the top back to the 
point where you desire to form the head. Would recem- 
mend in this valley that not more than 12 to 16 inches of 
a top remain. Thus when the head is formed it affords 
a protection to the trunk from the hot summer sun. The 
limbs should be cut back to about two buds from the body 
of the tree. Care should be taken in planting that the 
tree stands but little deeper in the soil than it previously 
did in the nursery. Settle the trees immediately by irri- 
gation or with a few buckets of water. Never use manure 
in contact with the roots. Keep the ground well cultivated 
and sufficiently moist to keep up a continual growth of the 
trees during the summer.
